Kimberly M. Weaver, being duly swom and having personal knowledge of the facts set 
forth herein, hereby deposes and says that: 

1. I am one of the inventors of the invention disclosed and claimed in the above-referenced 
U.S. patent application entitled ELECTRONIC DOCUMENT MANAGEMENT 
SYSTEM (hereinafter referred to as the "Patent AppUcation"). 

2. I am employed by BCE Emergis Electronic Mortgage Services, LLC of McLean, 
Virginia. 

3. Mr. Lei Zhang was also employed by BCE Emergis Electronic Mortgage Services, LLC 
of McLean, Virginia.
